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Basil  is  a  descendant  of  one  of  the 
lower  North  Shore’s  oldest  families 
—  his  great  grandfather  owned  the 
house  in  which  Redlands  School  has 
grown  and  subsequently  became  the 
first  mayor  of  North  Sydney.  All  the 
streets  in  Cremorne  around  Redlands, 
Basil  says,  were  named  after 
members  of  the  family. 

Basil  himself,  married  with  five 
children,  lives  near  Balmoral,  where 
he  faces  constant  demands  to  become 
a  member  of  Balmoral  Rotary  Club. 

But  at  the  moment,  his  business  as 
an  agent  and  distributor  for  local  and 
imported  textiles,  is  demanding  full¬ 
time  attention. 

Except  for  Tattersall’s  Club  (one  of 
his  sons-in-law  is  also  a  member),  the 
Skiing  Club  and  the  Epicureans  Club, 
of  course. 

Basil’s  industry  is  in  a  state  of  flux 
at  the  moment,  faced  with  the  same 
threat  of  tariff  reductions  that  nearly 
ruined  it  in  1972. 

“At  that  time,’’  says  Basil,  “I 
locked  myself  in  a  motel  for  a  couple 
of  days  and  set  down  on  paper  all  the 
worst  things  Gough  Whitlam  could 
do  to  the  industry  —  and  what  the 
worst  consequences  might  be  and 
how  I  would  survive  them. 

“In  the  event,  every  terrible  thing  I 
forecast  came  to  pass,  but  my 
business  thrived.’’ 

Nobody  doubts  Basil’s  business 
will  do  just  as  well  this  time  around.

SPORTSMAN  OF  THE  YEAR 


Basil  Phillips,  a  member  of 
Tattersall’s  Club  for  25  years,  and 
one  of  the  co-founders  and  pillars  of 
strength  of  the  Ski  Club  since  about 
1964,  was  nonetheless  astonished 
recently  when  he  attended  the  Nick 
Greiner  Luncheon  put  on  by  the 
Younger  Members’  Group  —  and 
found  himself  receiving  from  Mr. 
Greiner  the  Club’s  Award  as 
Sportsman  of  the  Year. 

In  fact,  Basil,  who  had  been  told  a 
couple  of  weeks  earlier  by  Anthony 
Berkman  that  he  HAD  to  attend  the 
lunch  —  after  all,  all  politicians  are 
such  interesting  speakers  —  almost 
managed  to  miss  it. 

“/r  was  stock-taking  day  at  the 
business,  so  1  forgot  all  about  the 
lunch  and  went  to  work  in  overalls,  ’  ’ 
Basil  says.  Fortunately,  just  in  time, 
he  remembered  his  lunch  date  and 
whipped  home  to  put  on  a  suit. 

“/  was  stunned  to  receive  the 
Award”,  he  said  later. 

Basil  is  a  bit  of  a  natural 
sportsman.  He  has  won  the  club’s  C 
Grade  Championship  at  golf 
(handicap  20);  he  won  the  Silver 
Sharpe  Swimming  Trophy  in  the  days 
when  it  was  called  the  Native  Son;  he 
used  to  play  water  polo  for  the  Spit 
Swimming  Club,  when  that  club  met 
at  Spit  Baths;  he  has  played  Rugby 
Union  and  Hockey  for  North  Sydney 
and  Rugby  for  Mosman.  He  was  also 


a  foundation  member  of  the  Balmoral 
12  foot  sailing  club,  helping  to  build 
the  clubhouse  from  a  war  surplus 
Nissen  hut  in  1944. 

But  skiing  has  always  been  what 
Basil  does  best,  and  he  describes 
himself  as  having  natural  rhythm  and 
balance  (he  also  enjoys  dancing)  and 
being  the  skiing  equivalent  of  a 
4-handicap  golfer. 

But  that’s  not  why  he  won  the 
Sportsman  of  the  Year  Award. 

Basil’s  fellow  skiers  nominated  him 
because  of  all  the  behind-the-scenes 
work  he  does  to  make  the  annual 
Tattersall’s  men’s  and  family  week 
outings  such  a  huge  success. 

They  said  he  also  spends  many 
hours  on  the  slopes,  encouraging  and 
helping  beginners  and  less 
experienced  skiers  with  their 
technique  and  fostering  the  special 
comradeship  which  exists  within  the 
club. 

For  himself,  Basil  only  claims  that 
he  has  helped  establish  a  pre-skiing 
safety  ritual  which  everybody  has  to 
go  through  each  morning,  including 
having  their  bindings  checked  before 
leaving  the  lodge. 

“We  have  never  had  an  accident 
that  was  our  own  fault  on  these 
holidays’’,  Basil  says.  “In  fact  the 
only  two  minor  accidents  we  ever  had 
—  tom  ligaments  —  were  due  to 
outsiders  colliding  with  our 
members.’’

JOHN  ELLIOTT  AT  THE  CLUB 


Mr  John  Elliott,  one  of  Australia’s 
most  aggressive  entrepreneurial 
businessmen,  visited  the  club  late  in 
October  and  spoke  at  a  Younger 
Members’  Luncheon,  both  in  his 
business  role  and  in  his  political  role 
as  a  national  office  holder  in  the 
Liberal  Party.

John  Elliott  spoke  of  the  necessity 
to  get  Young  Liberals  to  join  the 
party  proper  and  continue  working 
for  it.

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Our  Club  Faces  the  Future 


Some  weeks  before  receiving  this 
magazine  all  members  of  the  club  will 
have  been  sent  the  Club  Committee’s 
booklet  on  proposals  for  the  future  of 
the  club. 

They  will  also  probably  have  received 
notification  of  a  special  general  meeting 
to  consider  the  committee’s  proposals 
and  how  best  to  carry  them  forward. 

The  proposals  were  briefly  canvassed 
in  the  November  TattersalTs  Newsletter 
but,  in  that  issue,  there  was  no 
opportunity  to  cover  the  question  of 
costs  to  members. 

The  cost  of  the  refurbishment 
programme  is  high,  $8  million,  but  the 
plain  truth  is  that  there  is  really  no 
alternative. 

Up  to  $2  million  could  have  been 
spent  meeting  the  requirements  of  the 
City  Council  Fire  Ordinance,  with 
absolutely  no  advantage  to  members  in 
terms  of  a  better  club.  Indeed,  insofar  as 


the  new  fire  stairs  would  have  robbed 
the  various  floors  of  space,  the  result 
would  have  been  detrimental  to  the 
amenities. 

Other  possibilities,  such  as  merger 
with  another  club,  or  possible  sale  of  the 
building  and  lease  back  or  strata  title  of 
the  club’s  premises  were  investigated, 
but  simply  were  not  viable. 

So  the  Club  Committee  is  making  the 
inevitable  decision,  facing  the  costs 
involved,  urging  all  members  to  help 
reduce  the  cost  per  member  by  bringing 
in  new  members,  and  finally,  requesting 
member’s  personal  help  by  investing  in 
their  own  club  through  the  purchase  of 
debentures. 

Club  members  are  therefore  being 
offered  debentures  in  varying  values 
from  $1,000  and  $15,000,  offering, 
instead  of  the  traditional  annual  interest 
payment,  a  reduction  in  the  club’s 
annual  subscription. 


Periods  for  the  debentures  vary  from 
three  to  40  years  and,  as  the  Committee 
points  out  in  the  booklet,  represent  an 
after  tax  return  in  these  days  of  totally 
non-deductable  club  subscriptions. 

The  debentures  can  be  paid  for  over  a 
period  of  two  years. 

“As  the  profitability  of  the  club 
increases,  your  committee  believes  that 
debenture  holders  should  receive,  if 
possible,  a  tangible  return  from  Club 
operations,  as  they  were  the  members 
who  supported  the  concept  to  enable  the 
programme  to  mature.”  the  booklet 
says.
